Lord Saiisbnry’g Unfortunate Gibe—India 
Exoited—The Suakin Trouble A Dip¬ 
lomatic Viotory. 

It will not be surprising if the most im 
portant event in the week's history proves 
to bethe stray, half-humorous, and iradverten 
remark in Lord Salisbury's speeob at Edin- 
bnrgb. He was speaking of the reoent Hoi. 
born by-election, sndoontemptnously referred 
to the Liberal oandidate in that division in 
1886 as a ‘ b'ack man. ’ It happens that 
the gentleman referred to, the Hon. Dada 
bhai Naorojl, is a wealthy and learned 
Parsee, who has been prominent in India 
politics and public life for a long time. He 
was president of the reoent Indian National 
Congress, and is the most distinguished and 
cultivated of all the native gentlemen who 
have yet come to Eogland to reside. This 
foolish reference hag created great excite¬ 
ment throughout India, and even the Gov¬ 
ernment organs among the auglo-indian 
press are driven to characterize it as an 
inexplicable and incredible blunder. Many 
cableddemands for an explanation anda con¬ 
tradiction have already come from Bombay, 
The vast Indian Empire was convulsed with 
a terrible war only thirty years ago over a 
mere question involving greased cartridges, 
Sinoe that time there have been educational ad¬ 
vancements in India not equaled in any other 
part of the globe, and of late the existence 
of a large class of astute and devoted native 
politicians, who adopt a critical attitude to¬ 
ward the Eaglish rule, has mada the prob¬ 
lem of governing India increasingly difficult 
and delicate.

A despatch from West Virginia to the 
New York Herald gives the following account 
of the capture of another member of the no¬ 
torious Hatfield gang of mnrderers. 

Another ol the murderous Hatfield gang 
has been dragged in manacles from the rough 
mountains, where the desperadoes have so 
long defied the lay and slaughtered as they 
ohoae. 

The bloody border war that has strewn 
the shores of the Tag River with graves is 
being rapidly brought to a olose by the 
iron nerved detective* 1 who are prowling 
through the great wilderness to whioh law 
has so long been a stranger. 

It takes a man with a lion’s heart to go 
into the strongholds of the Hatfields now. 
£ 'ery trail over the mountains or alorg the 
creeks leading to the Hatfield settlement is 
picketed by ambushed murderers, who would 
kill without mercy any man they suspected. 
These detectives are goiDg through experi¬ 
ences such as one reads of in dime novels. 
It seems hard for a man who hears their 
tales to believe that such things oan bo in a 
civilized land. 

Ellison Hatfield, alias Mounts, the brnte 
who was captured after a desperate struggle 
in the mountains with Detectives Gibson 
and Cunningham aV-out three weeks ago, 
made a full confession. He implicated 
Alexander Messer as one of the slayers of 
the McCoy boys, w no were shot to death 
in August five years ago by a merciless tri¬ 
bunal of the woods lo aded by “ Devil Anoe” 
Hatfield. 

Messer is known ns one of the moat des¬ 
perate ruffians on i h- border and was a oon- 
spicuons figure in B -eatbitt county trouble 
in Kentucky a (• v years ago. It is said 
that he killed fivu„r ->ix men in that oonnty 
and boasted that he had killed twenty six 
men since the war. 

So frightfnl were the deeds of this man 
that he was feared even by the Hatfields, to 
whom the shedding of blood is common¬ 
place. Governor Buckner, of Kentucky, 
offered a reward of $350 fdr Meseei’s body, 
and Gibson and Cunningham have been on 
his track night and day since they captured 
Ellison Hatfield. As he had left the Hatfield 
settlement soon after the murder of the Mc¬ 
Coy boys, feaiiug the vengeanoe that Ken¬ 
tucky would wreak, the two deteotives found 
it hard to locate him. It is worth a man s 
life to ask too many questions or to pry 
around too much in the region where they 
had to go. 

Finally they struck the desperado's trail 
and 1 larned that he was living in a log hat, 
on Ugly Creek, in Linooln county. On last 
Wednesday they met a man in Chapman’s 
store in that neighborhood who answered to 
Messer’s description. Fearing to make a 
mistake, the detectives manoeuvred. After a 
short tAlk with them the mam invited them 
to his cabin. The detectives accompanied 
him, and when in his home he mentioned 
his name. Gibson at onoe whipped out his 
revolver and covered the assassin. In an¬ 
other moment Messer was handcuffed. His 
fury was beyond description. 

The captured murderer was'brought to this 
city and taken from here to Catlettaburg, 
Ky., where lie is now in jail. He is about 
fifty one yeats old and has a wife and six 
children.

In Can¬ 
ada we have not yet arrived at “oheesine,” 
end in the interest of our immense dairy ex¬ 
port business it is desirable that the Domin¬ 
ion Government should prohibit the manu 
facture of the stuff unless it can be abso¬ 
lutely prevented from going upon the mar¬ 
ket under a false uume.

His face would have been one of the most 
lngnbriona imaginable, with bis long, 
tangled hair hanging oonfusedly over it, in 
a manner whioh has been happily oompared 
to a “ bewitched haystack,” had it not been 
for a certain humorous twitoh or convulsive 
movement, which affected one side of his 
countenance, whenever any droll idea passed 
through his mind. It was with a twitoh of 
this kind, and a certain indeicribable 
twinkle of his somewhat melancholy eye, as 
he seemed intuitively to form a hasty con¬ 
ception of the oddity of his appearanoe to a 
stranger unused to the bush, that be wel¬ 
comed me to his clearing. He instantly 
threw down his handspike, and leaving his 
“ niggers ” to finish their work at their 
leisure, insisted on our going to his honse to 
get something to drink. 

On the way, I explained to him the objeot Inoret 
of my visit, which was to mark ont, or 
“ blaze”, the side-lines of a lot of land I had 
reoeived as part cf a military grant, imme 
diately adjoining the beaver meadow, and 1 
asked him to accompanv me, as he was well 
acquainted with the different lots. 

“ Ooh 1 by all manner ot manes, and wel 
come ; the dhevil a foot of the way but I 
know as well as my own olearing ; but oome 
into the house, and get a dhrink of milk, an' 
a bite of bread an’ bnttber, for sorrow a 
dhrop of the whiskey has orossed my tetth 
for the last month ; an’ It's but poor Inter- 
tainment for man or baste I can offer y n, 
bnt shore yon’re heartily weloome.” 

The precinots of the homestead were di¬ 
vided into an infinity of enclosures, of all 
shapes and sizes. The outer enclosure was 
a bush fence, formed of trees felled on eaoh 
other in a row, and the gaps filled up with 
brushwood. There was a large gate swung 
with wooden hinges, and a wooden latoh to 
fasten it; tbe smaller enclosures were made 
with rennd poles, tied together with bark. 

The house was of the rudest description of 
“shanty,” with hollowed basswood logs, 
fitting into each other somewhat in the man¬ 
ner of tiles for a roof, instead of shingles. 

No iron was to be seen, in the absence of 
which there were plenty of leathern hinges, are 
wooden latches for looks and bark-strings 
instead of nails. There was a large fire-plaoe 
at one end of the shanty, with a ohimney, 
constructed of split laths, plastered with a 
mixture of clay and oowdnng.

were wondering at our absence. 

Oh, what a magnificent »oene of wild and 
lonely gTandeur bunt upon us as we swept 
round the little peninsula, and the whole 
majesty of Stony Lake broke upon us at 
onee, another Lake of the Thousand Isles in 
miniature, and in the heart of the wildern ass! 
Imagine a large sheet of water, some fifteen 
miles in breadth and twenty-five in length, 
taken up by islands of every size and shape, 
from the lofty naked rock of red gran te to 
the rounded hill, covered with oak-trees to 
its summit; while others were level with 
the waters, and of a rich emerald green, 
only fringed with a growth of aquatic 
shrubs and flowers. Never did my eyes 
test on a more lovely or beautiful scene. 
Not a vestige of man, or of his works was 
there. The setting sun, that cast such a 
gorgeous flood of light upon this t xquisite 
panorama, bringing out some of these lofty 
islands in strong relief, and casting others 
into intense shade, shed no cheery beam 
upon ohuroh spire or cottage pane. We 
beheld the landscape, savage and grand in 
its primeval beauty. 

As we floated among the channels be¬ 
tween these rocky picturesque isles, I asked 
Mat how many ot them there were. 

*• I never could succeed,” he Baid, “in 
counting them all. One Sunday, Pat and I 
spent a whole day in going from one to the 
other, to try and make out how many there 
were, but we could only count up to one 
hundred and forty before we gave up the 
task in despair. There are a great many of 
them ; more than any one would tnink— 
and, what is very singular, the channel 
between them is very dn p, sometimes above 
forty feet, which accounts for the few 
rapids to be foimd in this lake. It is a 
glorious place for hunting ; and the waters, 
undisturbed by steam-boats, abound in all 
sorts of fish. 

" Most of these i»lan.L are covered with 
huckleberries ; while grnpes, high and low 
busned cranberries, blue*:berries, wild cher¬ 
ries, gooseberries, and several other sortS'of 
wild currants, grtny here in profusion. 
There is one? Island among these groups (bat 
I never could light upon the identical ohp) 
where the Indians yearly , gather their 
wampum-grass. They oomorif re to collect 
the best birch-bark for their canoes and to 
gather wild onions. In short, from the 
game, fish and fruit which they collect 
among the islands of this lake, they chiefly 
depend for their subsistence. They are 
very jealous of the white settlers in the 
country coming to hunt and fish here, and 
tell many stories of wild beasts and rattle¬ 
snakes that abound along itB shores ; but 
I, who have frequented the lake for years, 
was never disturbed by anything, beyond 
the adventure with the wolf, whioh I have 
already told you. The banks of this lake 
are all steep and rocky, and the land along 
the shore is barren, and totally unfit for 
cultivation. 

“ Had we time to run np a few miles fur¬ 
ther, f could have showed you some pieces 
well worth a journey to look at but the sun 
is already down, and it will be dark before 
we get back to the mill.” 

The other canoe now floated alongside, 
and Pat agreed with his brother that it was 
high time to return. With reluctance I 
turned from this strangely fascinating scene. 
As we passed under one bold rocky Island, 
Mat, said, laughingly, “That is Mount Ras¬ 
cal.” 

^ “ How did it obtain that name ?” 

“ Oh, we were out here berrying, with onr

CHAPrER XVI.—The “Odld I^hragoon.” 

It is delightful to observe a feeling of 
contentment under adverse circumstances. 
We may smile at the rnde and clumsy at¬ 
tempts of the remote and isolated hack-, 
woodsman to attain something like comfort, ; 
but happy he who, with the booyant spirits 
of the light-hearted Irishman, dontrives to 
make himself happy even while all others 
would be miserable. 

A certain degree of dissatisfaction with 
our present circumstances is necessary to 
stimulate us to exertion, and thus enable us 
to secure future comfort; but where the 
delusive prospect of future happiness is too 
remote for any reasonable hope of nltimate 
attainment, then surely it is true wisdom to 
make the most of the present and to culti¬ 
vate the spirit of happy contentment with 
the lot assigned to us by Providenoe. 

“ Ould Simpsor,” or the “Ould Dhra 
gcon,” as be was generally called, was a 
good sample of this happy charactsr ; and I 
shall proceed to give the reader a sketch of 
his history, and a description of his estab¬ 
lishment. He was one of that unfortunate 
class of discharged soldiers who are tempted 
to sell their pensions often far below their 
true value, for the sake if getting a lot of 
land in some remote settlement, where it is 
only rendered valuable by the labour of the 
settler, and where they will have the un¬ 
enviable privilege of expending the last re 
mains of their strength in clearing a patch of 
land for the benefit of some grasping store¬ 
keeper who has given them credit while en¬

The old dragoon had fixed his abode on 
the verge of an extensive beaver meadow, 
which was considered a sort of cat ral curi¬ 
osity in the neighborhood ; and where he 
managed by cutting the rank grass in the 
summer time, to support several cows, which 
afforded the chief subsistence of his family.

“ blessed praties” which he deigned to grow 
in his clearing, bnt which, in the meantime, 
like martyrs at the stake, stretched their 
naked branches imploringly towards the 
heavens. As he was a kind of hermit, from 
choice, and far removed from other settlers, 
whose assistance is so necessary in new set¬ 
tlements, old Simpson was ^compelled to re¬ 
sort to the most extraordinary contrivances 
while clearing bis land. Thus, after felling 
the trees, instead of chopping them into 
lengths, for the purpose of facilitating the 
operation of piling them preparatory to 
burning, which would have cost him too 
much labor, he resorted to the practice of 
“niggering,” as it is called ; which is simply 


at one end ol the shanty, with a chimney, 
oonstruoted of split laths, plastered with a 
mixture of clay and oowdung. As for win¬ 
dows, these were luxuries that could w<tll> 
be dispensed with ; the open door was an 
exoellent substitute for them in the daytime, 
and at night none were required. When I 
ventured to object to this arrangement, that 
he would have to keep the door shut in the 
winter time, the old man replied, in the 
style so characteristic of his country, “Sbure 
it will be time enough to think of that when 
the could weather sets in.” Everything 
about th9 house wore a Robinson CruBoe as¬ 
pect, and though there was not any appear¬ 
ance of original plan or foresight, there was 
no lack of ingenious contrivance to meet 
every want as it arose. 

Judy dropped us a low curtsey as we en¬ 
tered, which was followed by a similar com¬ 
pliment from a stout girl of twelve, and two 
or three more of the children, who all seemed 
to share the pleasure of their parents in re¬ 
ceiving strangers in their unpretending tene¬ 
ment. Many were the apologies thao poor 
Jndy offered for the homely cheer she fur¬ 
nished ns, and great was her delight at the 
notice we took of the “ childher. She set 
little Biddy, who was the pride of her heart 
to reading the Bible ; and she took down a 
enrions machine from a shelf, whioh she had 
“ conthrived out ef her own head,’ as she 
said, for teaching the ohildren to read. 
This was a flat box, or frame, filled with 
sand, which saved paper, pens, and ink. 
Boor Jndy had evidently seen better days, 
bnt, with a hnmble and contented spirit, 
she blessed God tor the food and scanty 
raiment their labor afforded them. Her 
< nlv sorrow wss the want of “idioation” for 
tn? hildren. 

ohe would have told us a long story about 
1 1 ) trials and sufferings, before they had 
attained their present comparative comfort 
end independence, but, ub wo had a tedious 
scramble before us, through cedar-swamps, 
beaver meadows, and tho piny ridges, the 
“ould dragoon” cut her short, end we 
straightway started on our toilsome journey. 

Simpson, in spite of a certain dash of 
melancholy in his composition, was one of 
those happy fellows of the “ light heart and 
thin pair of breeches” school who, wh'n 
they meet with difficulty or misfortune, never 
stop to measure its dimensions, but hold in 
their breath and run lightly over, as in 
crossing a bog, where to stand still is to 
sink.

Saint lioboiM. 

Saint Niobolas was the most popular of 
the saints in the Middle Ages. No other 
whose name is in the calendar was applied 
to by more people, or by those who were 
more nnlike in charaoter and circumstances 
He was made tie patron of the oommon 
people, of laborers, of prisoners, of slaves, of 
travellers, sailors, batchers, robbers, clerks, 
■oholars, and in a very special manner of 
good girls and of bovs. He has been 
made the patron saint of Rnssia much in the 
same way that St. George is the patron of 
England. 

Of the life of this saint nothing is known 
with oertainty. The most trustworthy ac¬ 
count says that he was a native of Patara in 
Lycie.. As to the time of his birth it is less 
oonfident. The supposed date is in the 
third oentnry of onr era, and his life 
poeeibly extended Into the fonrth oen¬ 
tnry. He is mentioned most frequently as 
having lived under the reign of Constantine 
the Great. 

Niobolas was Bishop of Myra in Lycia. 
About six hundred years after bis death his 
body was removed from that place to Bari, 
on tbe Southeastern ooast of Italy. He 
had already beoome famous at the time 
of this removal, and bis reputation for 
performing miracles oontinned to grow 
rapidly. 

As a specimen of what was reported to 
bis credit, Sir Richard Torkington, who 
made a pilgrimage to the Holy Land in 
1517, tells the following: “W» passed the 
Isle of Seynt Nioholas, where be tooles made 
of Iron that never lose their edgge by my- 
racle of Seynt Nicholas; as they say—I saw 
itnrtt.” 

The day which, in the calendar, Is de¬ 
dicated to Saint Nioholas is the 6th of 
Deoember. It is surprising to find the ob¬ 
servance of that day postponed to the Christ 
mas holidays. When the change took 
place, and how it was brought about, would 
not be easy to discover at this day. That 
this observance and our present ussge of 
making presents at Christmas are one and 
the same practioe will be seen from the 
following account of the custom given by 
an early English writer :

are likely to be embodied in useful legisla¬ 
tion during the winter. They unhesitating¬ 
ly condemn the oar stove, an antiquated 
abomination around which there should by 
this time have gathered associations of hor¬ 
ror enough to banish it henceforth, for all 
time. It is not by any means a question of 
having the cars heated by stoves, or not 
heated at all, for the perfect feasibility of 
adapting steam heat has already been tried 
by the Rock Island road, as mentioned last 
week, among others. May the day toon 
come when our Canadian roads alsi will of 
their own accord free their patrons in this 
way from fears of roasting. If they do not, 
some means will have to be found of forcing 
their hand, with more or less decisiveness. 

Amid all the pessimistic outcry about the 
former timer having been better than these, 
it is pleasant to notioe from the regular official 
returns thattheprisonpopuUtion of Britain is 
always becoming small- r while the general in- 
oreaseof inhabitants proceeds as usual. In t! e 
course of ten years the uumberof prisoners in 
England and Wales sank from 20,833 to 14,- 
536 a diminution of 30 per cent.from 1877, 
to 1887. Another very gratifying fact is 
that the reduction in the number of female 
prisoners has been greater than among the 
males, for while the falling off in the num¬ 
ber of men has been only 25.3 per cent, the 
falling off of the female prisoners has been 
41.2 per oent. If a still wider range of view 
is taken the ooncluaion* to be drawn are still 
mare gratifying. Daring the last quarter 
of a oentury the lowest number of prisoner* 
was in 1852.3. when there was a prison pop¬ 
ulation of 16 700, out of a total population 
of 18,400,000. This shows that last year, 
with ten million more psople, there were 
2000 fewer prisoners than tht re were thirty-six 
years ago. It would be well if the same 
thing could be said of all the oountries the 
world over, and so far this oan be said. As 
a general rule the criminal population is not 
increasing so rapidly as it used to do.

A Singular New Year Custom Among the 
Negroes of the South. 

F the old slave 
customs of the 
southern states, 
now that the ne¬ 
groes have been 
free for nearly a 
quarter of a cen¬ 
tury, many are ob¬ 
solete. The “old 
sperretuals.” as the 
aged colored Chris¬ 
tians call their peculiar hyms, are either 
given up entirely or modernized and refined 
till they are barely recognizable. But as the 
old goes and the new takes its place, we can 
still see—nnd it is a “persistence of type” 
worth the attention of philosophers—that the 
genius of the original African is still there. 
The song may be an adaptation from Watts’ 
VHymns; but all the same it is au Africanized 

'SVatt3. 

YWben a traveler or man of science attends 
af’eolored revival” in the back districts of 
the gulf states and hears this roaring chorus 
from one thousand throats— 

I see St. Petah a standin’ In the do\ 

Dip in the Golden Seal 
An’ all my Men's what went befo’, 

Dip in the Golden Seal 
O, dip me, bathe me, sistahs, you; 

O, brothers, won't you help me through? 
■We'll all ride behind the milk white steeds— 
An’ din in tho Golden Sea. 
he perceive* at once that this is African, 
not Saxon, imagery. And by the eye of 
scientific faith ho can look back 1500 years to 
tho time when the ancestors of these people, 
under tho palm or on tho sandy shore, sang 
and rioted in praise of Benpamucka or 
Mumbo Jumbo. 

The negroes have also had one experience 
common to all freed people. At first there 
was a violent reaction against everything 
that belonged to slave times: they carefully 
discarded tho most trifling customs which 
might serve to imply a slave origin. By and- 
by, when their freedom was an assured thing 
and taken as a matter of course, thero was a 
counter reaction; they took up the old songs 
and customs, but gave them a tone that im¬ 
plied a sense of deliverance. Thus, “Roll, 
Jordan, roll,” became an emancipation song, 
nnd “Old Nicodemus” was completely trans¬ 
formed. And by a similar evolution one 
phase of the old “Juba dance” became 
“Walking Egypt.” This is, in plain English, 
only a mildly religionized form of tho walk¬ 
ing dance or dancing walk which the Afri¬ 
cans, like all heathen people, have always 
had. The Indians’ “corn dance” and “sun 
dance” are but variations of the same thing. 

But “Walking Egypt,” as it now is, dates 
from emancipation, and is performed on 
New Year's eve—that is, when they “watch 
the old year out and the new year in.” One 
description, by a white lady who saw it from 
the gallery of a Georgia church, is as fol¬ 
lows: 

“The leader took his place on the floor and 
began tho wild, baif barbaric chant; then 
one by one, as the excitement grew, the 
others followed. Soon tho whole lino was in 
a tremor of excitement, and shouts and im¬ 
provised lines like these: 

Who's dat yondah dressed in black? 

Ob, it's an angel dressed in black. 

“Tho walk is by aslight forward jerk of the 
foot. As the walkers warmed to their work 
and grew wilder in their movements it was 
easy to seo why file better educated colored 
people are opposed to the walk; for the men 
and women took most abandoned attitudes.

The British are now enjoying (if itgean be 
called enjoyment) one of their peculiar “state 
trials,” of the kind that make up so large » 
part of England's political history. The 
phrase “.fate trial” does not necessarily 
mean that tho government is the prosecutor,

for, ns in this case, the suit may be nominally 
between private parties, and yet tho “gov¬ 
ernment,” meaning the party in power in 
the house of commons, and from which the 
cabinet is selected, be the real party in inter¬ 
est. In Such cases, contrary to all American 
ideas of fair dealing, the attorney general 
often acts for tho party who is on the “gov¬ 
ernment” side. Tho annexed engraving rep¬ 
resents the attorney general, Sir Richard 
Webster, opening the case, with tho asso¬ 
ciate counsel and other “big wigs” grouped 
around him. 

Sir Charles Russell, leading counsel for the 
Irish members, is one of the most suave of 
gentlemen, and maintains tho most cordial 
personal relations with tho opposing counsel; 
but the American reader who notes the sharp 
passages between them in the course of the 
examination may incline to consider this 
much like the quasi friendly handshake be¬ 
tween two pugilists just before they proceed 
to tho serious business of smashing each 
other's countenances out of all likeness to 
humanity. 

As nil American renders know, the ques¬ 
tion of homo rule for Ireland has roused all 
the fury possible between belligerent Celt 
and stubborn Saxon; and it was only natural 
that tbo organization of the Land League and 
the attempts of tbo British authorities in Ire¬ 
land to suppress it should lead to what is 
called “agrarian outrages.” And as thore 
are always hotheaded and revengeful Indi¬ 
viduals, there have been some murders, of 
which tho most noted was tho assassination 
of Cavendish and Bui ko in Phoenix Park, 
Dublin. Following this The Loudon Times 
published a series of articles headed “Par- 
nellism and Crime," charging tho responsi¬ 
bility for these murders upon the Paruellites. 
Filially, it published alleged letters of Mr. 
Paruell justifying tho murdors. Messrs. 
Parnell and Egan promptly denounced these 
letters as forgeries. Hence tho suit—nomi¬ 
nally a civil suit, but really an attempt to 
determine judicially whether tho Irish mem¬ 
bers of parliament have becu inciting to out¬ 
rage and murder. 

It is, therefore, a trial of tho greatest po¬ 
litical importance—so important that the 
government consented to set aside the regu¬ 
lar judicial machinery and have the case 
tried by a commission of eminent judges.

THE PARNELL COMMISSION. 


Sketches of Scenes In the Coart Boom. 

Taken on the Spot. 

The British are now enjoying (if itfpan be 
called enjoyment) one of their peculiar “state 
trials,” of the kind that make up so large a 
part of England’s political history. The 
phrase “.rate trial” dot » not necessarily 
mean that tho government is the prosecutor, 



AMENITIES OF OPPOSING COUNSEL, 
for, os in this case, tho suit may be nominally 
between private parties, and yet tho “gov¬ 
ernment,” meaning the party In power in 
the house of commons, and from which the 
cabinet is selected, be the real party in inter¬ 
est. In such cases, contrary to all American 
ideas of fair dealing, the attorney general 
often acts for tho party who Is on the “gov¬ 
ern n»nt” sido. Tho annexed engraving rep¬ 
resents tho attorney general, Sir Richard 
Webster, opening the ense, with tho asso¬ 
ciate counsel and other “big wigs” grouped 
around him. 

Sir Charles Russell, loading counsel for the 
Irish members, is ono of tho most suave of 
gentlemen, and maintains tho most cordial 
personal relations with the opposing counsel; 
but tho American reader who notes the sharp 
passages between them In the course of the 
examination may ineliue to consider thU 
much liko tho quasi friendly handshake be¬ 
tween two pugilists just before the£ proceed 
to tho serious business of smashing each 
other's countenances out of all likeness to 
humanity. 

As all American renders know, tho ques¬ 
tion of homo rule for Irolnnd lias roused all 
tho fury possible betweon belligerent Celt 
and stubborn Saxon; and it was only natural 
that tho organization of the Land League and 
tho attempts of tho British authorities iu Ire¬ 
land to suppress it should load to what is 
called “agrarian outrages.” And as thora 
aro always hotheaded and revengeful indi¬ 
viduals, there have been some murders, of 
which tho most noted was tho assassination 
of Cavendish and Burko in Fhoeuix Park, 
Dublin. Following this The Loudon Times 
published a series of articles headed “Par- 
nellism and Crime," charging tho i-esponsi- 
bility for these murders upon the ParuelMtes. 
Finally, it published alleged letters of Mr. 
Paruell justifying tho murders. Messrs. 
Parnell mid Egan promptly denounced these 
letters as forgeries, llenco tho suit—nomi¬ 
nally a civil suit, but really an attempt to 
determine judicially whether tho Irish mem¬ 
bers of parliament lmve been inciting to out¬ 
rage and murder. 

It is, therefore, a trial of tho greatest po¬ 
litical importance—so important that the 
government consented to set aside ttie regu¬ 
lar judicial machinery and have the cas* 
tried by u commission cf eminent judges.

I remember during the Carlistwar of 1874 
in the north of Spain a Guipuxooan peasant, 
being asked by a correspondent whether 
any one had been killed in a reoent skirmish, 
replied epigramatically, “ Ni hombre, *i 
muger, eolamente un enra,” (neither man 
nor woman, only a perish priest.) In the 
ne way Putney may be defined ae neither 
town nor oountry, only a suburb. N*t 
many years ago it was an independent vt- 
lage on the Thamea, with a very distlnot 
individuality of its own and no small sense 
of its importance, bnt it is now virtually 
annexed by that mighty capital which, like 
a kind of geographical Bismarck, keep* 
swallowing one by one all the smaller com¬ 
munities within reaob. Judging only by the 
green hedgerows, the trim garden patches 
and fields behind them, the oarsmen in white 
flannel sweeping with measured stroke! 
over the broaa shining river, the gray 
chnroh tower looking down upon them 
from amid its clustering elms, the tiltoor 
ered wagons plodding along the high road, 
the wide stretoh of grassy oommon, where 
the orioketers are playing, or the great army 
of stately trees on the farther shore, through 
which the Bishop of London’s palace half 
reveals its dark red walls, one might imagine 
one’s self miles away from any town, in the 
very heart of the country. Bat the perma 
nanent shower of soot that “ droppeth ae 
the gentle rain from heaven upon the place 
beneath '’—necessitating a washing of hands 
frequent and vigorous enough to have satis¬ 
fied a Pharisee—as well as the white omni¬ 
buses that oome rumbling across Putney 
Bridge with the fatal word “ Bank ” con¬ 
spicuously painted on their sides, are a 
sufficient reminder how few miles lie be¬ 
tween us and the great city which an Amer¬ 
ican tourist defined as “just like New York 
bigger and uglier and the oysters not 
so go od. 

These, however, are not the only charac¬ 
teristic features of this boundary line be 
tween the land of plows and the land of 
paving stones. On the spot where the two 
districts meet the two opposing tribes that 
inhabit them meet likewise. Every train 
that comes up the river bank on Saturday 
afternoon or Sunday moraine disgorge into 
the quiet, •Id-fashioned High-street of Put¬ 
ney a crowd of sallow, keen-eyed, jaded- 
lookine meu and women, who seem to carry 
about with them even in this place o re¬ 
pose that air of eternal unrest which is'one 
of the most maikedand terrible feature of 
Loudon. These are olerks end shopmen 
from the city, mantuamakers from Regent 
street, bartenders from the Strand, obvious 
ly enjoying their brief holiday to the utmost 
bnt as obviouslv enjoying It “against time,” 
and taking their pleasure in the same rush¬ 
ing, bustling way in whioh they do their 
basmeer. 

Of historical memories Putney has fewer 
than many of the neighboring snburbe, 
bat it is not without interesting associa¬ 
tions of its own. One suoh at least it pos¬ 
sesses whioh would doubtless outvie all the 
glories of Westminster Abbey in the eyes of 
enthusiasts like those who made a speoial 
pilgrimage to Famborough in order to be¬ 
hold the hallowed spot where Sayers and 
Heenan battered eaoh othbr’s faces out of 
all semblance of humanity 25 years ago. 
Between Putney and Mortlake lies the fa¬ 
mous “ University oourse,” on whioh the

But the town itself offers to its visitors 
other associations of more ancient date and 
not inferior interest, even when ooupled 
with the one great disadvantage that nobody 
can bet upon them. Half way up the High- 
street, in strange oontrast to the trim mo¬ 
dern shop fronts and plate glass windows 
on either side of it, appears an antique man¬ 
sion of dark red brickwork, over the spacious 
front of whioh the dinging ivy has trailed 
itself so thickly that in many places the 
masonry is completely hidden, and the 
small lozenge-paned casements of the upper 
story look out from a frame of living green. 
High upon the ridge of the sleep red-tiled 
roof stand half a dozen of those tall, gaunt, 
brick chimney stacks beloved by all our 
great-grandfathers, forming a striking foil 
to the fresh green leaves of the noble trees 
behind them, while an old-fashioned sun 
dial stares out from between the two upper 
windows of the side wall overhanging the 
oourtyard, whioh is separated from the 
street by a heavy wooden gate, on whose 
weather-stained posts appear the words, 
“ bairfax House.” 

There, indeed, is history, and history o^ 
the highest olass. Does not the very name 
of Fairfax carry one back more than 200 
years to tbe time when the free spirit of 
England was battling for life and death 
against “ the right divine of Kings to gov¬ 
ern wrong!” As the shadowy twilight deep¬ 
ens areund the quaint old mansion, it needs 
little stretch of fanoy to picture to one’s self 
in the recess of one of its ivied windows two 
men seated at a table covered with papers, 
one of whom—a tall, fine-looking man, in 
the prime of life, whose dreso is a compro¬ 
mise between the stern simplicity of the Pu¬ 
ritan and the fantastic splendor of the Cava 
Her, looks up nervously ever and anon, as if 
finding something not wholly to his liking 
either in tbe contents of the papers or in the 
words of his oompanion. It is Lord Fairfax 
brave, handsome, elegant, accomplished, 
lacking nothing save that ruthless concentra 
tion of purpose which is the main strength 
of tbe stoat, plainly-dressed, coarse-featured 
man opposite him, who has already acquired 
some reputation under the title of Gen. Oli¬ 
ver Cromwell. 

These, however, are not the only relioe of 
this kind which Putney has to show. Just 
on the other side of the street from my pres¬ 
ent quarters stands Winchester House, 
whioh would be a perfect treasure to Miss 
Braddon or Wilkie Collins, not merely from 
its outward aspect, but also from wbat it 
oontains. The charm begins from the very 
entranoe hall itself, in whioh a tall, tnin 
high-backed, uncompromising ohair, which 
might have seated Clarissa Harlowe's father 
while scolding that unfortunate young 
woman 160 years ago, faoes a quaint old 
Dutch carving in oak, representing a pira 
tioal looking Cavalier riding gallantly upon 
a very oorpulent horse over the jagged let¬ 
ters of one of those deUghtful inscriptions 
whioh only two or three people can decipher 
at all, and whioh each of those two or three 
deoipkers in a totally different way. The 
library is orowded with parchment-bound 
folios of the sixteenth and seventeenth 
oenturies, which, as the innocent old country 
gentleman said of the man who was present 
ed to him as a Bar met of James I. ’■ creation, 
“look remarkably well for their age.” 

And as with one room so with all thereat 
Stern and stately figures in faintly-glimmer¬ 
ing armor or towering Louis XIV. wigs look 
stonily down upon you from the shadowy 
walls. 

Unhappily the ghostly traditions of this 
neighborhood are not all groundless and 
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ohlldUh. Dtoken onoe Mid, jnatly enough, 
that he would rather hear many a German 
legend with a terrific name than the true 
story of any old act of ehamberi in Linooln’a 
Inn ; and the eame thing might be aaid with 
equally good reaaon of more than one ancient 
manor bouae within eeay reach of London 
itaeif. I can well remember how, years ago, 
a quiet old Kentish country house started 
into sodden and terrible prominence as the 
aoene of a tragedy ghastly enough to draw 
thither from the capital hundreds, if not 
thousands, of pilgrims whom no ordinary 
attraction ooula have dragged so far from 
their oongenial smoke and dirt. 

For many generations the history of th 
fatal house had been as nneventfnl as that 
of the rooks which built their nests in the 
trees around it. Suooeative dynasties of 
hard riding, hard drinking oountry gentle 
men flourished and faded, each exactly like 
bis predeoeasor. It was only among a few 
of the very oldest “imookfrocks” in the ad- 
jaoent village that there still lingered a 
vague tradition—told now and then by a 
Christmas fireside with many a knowing 
shake of the head—respecting a fearful 
tragedy that had taken place “up at the 
great bouse” in the days of old Queen Bess, 
more than 300 years before.

Squaring the circle is generally looked 
upon as either sheer lunacy or unprofitable 
figuring. It appears, however, that Mr.

Forgery and embezzlement are evidently 
no longer looked upon with the indulgent 
leniency with which courts of justice in the 
United States once regarded them.

The fact that the British consuls in foreign 
ports have always been ready to give their 
good offices on bebalf of distressed Americans 
ought to promote a very friendly feeling to¬ 
wards Oreat Britain on the part of Americ¬ 
ans at home, but, as it often happens that 
the conferring of a benefit is considered by 
the person benefited as a ground of grievanoe 
against the benefactor, a similar anomaly 
may occur in the case of nations.

Ont of 142 inmate* committed, 77 were 
eentenced for six months, 24 for twelre 
months, and the reminder between one and 
two years. 

Of these 46 were under 20 years of age, 
50 between 20 and 30, 38 between 30 and 50, 
and the remainder over 50 years. 

Fifty ont of 142, or over one-third of the 
! total number, were guilty of personal im¬ 
morality in rations phases, 35 were commit¬ 
ted for vagrancy, 25 for laroeny and 16 for 
dtuakenness.. 

9 There is very little sickness among the 
inmates of the institution," said the attend¬ 
ant, answering my enquiry. “ The hospital 
is closed at present, and the general health 
is very good.

These cells are really tiny bed chambers, 
each lighted by a separate window. They 
contain the needful toilet appliancee, a chair, 
box, bracket shelves and small iron bed¬ 
stead. 

The bedding consists of blankets, sheets, 
pillows and white quilts, and looks as in¬ 
viting as any weary body oould desire. 
Altogether these diminutiye rooms, so fresh 
in their cleanliness, must become potent 
factors in purifying the hearts and lives of 
their occupants. 

“These cells are awarded to those inmates 
whose good conduct justifies the bestowal of 


lay cn readiness for use, and found all the 
articles needful for a woman’s wardrobe, 
neatly mode of heavy factory cotton. 

The inmates wear a uniform oostume of 
blue denham, a material much the same as 
that used for shirting and overalls On Snn 
day each woman is given a long white apron 
and a linen oollar.

But only those 
will say this who have lived in hermitlike 
retirement, for in order to beoome famous 
a lady singer mnst at least have been robbed 
a few times. Just now a new candidate bos 
presented herself as qualified for the part of 
the prima donna assoluta. Miss Slgrid 
Arnoldson, the attractive young Swedish 
girl, who has hitherto been like all other 
singing birds of the opera i i the ooncert 
hall, has suddenly risen above them all, and 
her impressario sends out the notice in great 
delight—at last, at last, she, too, has been 
robbed. The objeot was, of conrse, a case 
with bracelets, earrings, etc., given to her by 
Empresses, Queens, and Prinoe*. The im¬ 
pressario was nearly in despair when It ap¬ 
peared as if a row of pearls had been over¬ 
looked by the thieves ; the olouds only van- 
shed from his face when it »»• fdnwi that 
the pearls, too, were gone. A thief, re¬ 
maining undiscovered, belongs as much to 
tho outfit of a phenomally famous singer as 
does her indispensable ronge pot.

The laok of a perfect shape 
does not signify, the laok of a thief would 
be ruin. Adeline Patti has been robbed by 
night and by day, in Europe and Amerloa 
on shore and at sea, in hotels, and on rail¬ 
way trains. And Carlotta Patti and Christ¬ 
ine Nelson and—but why mention names ? 
An incredible amount of diamonds 
and jewels have disappeared in this 
way without ever turning up again. 
Bat the lady artistes are generous, com¬ 
passionate' forgiving ; they do not prosecute 
the thieves ; they do not go to the polioe ; 
they do not offer rewards. Perhaps they 
know that the gold in their throat can easily 
be coined, and that the rippling shakes oan 
toon be changed into rows of pearls.

any supervision beyond that exercised by 
an overworked watch woman who makes her 
long rounds through the extensive building, 
and who cannot make more than a brief and 
hurried visit two or three times during the 
night. 

These thirty-three inmates, each with 
their varied experience in deadly evil, with 
the restraints of the work room removed, 
and the freedom of night and darkness j 
about them, have unlimited opportunity to | 
exchange confidences of the worst desorip- | 
tion without check or rebuke. Is this a : 
desirable thing? 

But this is but a small defect oomparedl 
with the fact that there is absolutely no 
classification of the inmates. They mingle 
freely in recreation hours, work together, 
eat together in one large, gloomy dining 
room and sleep in adjoining cells. 

For vagrancy, larceny, and assault,drunk¬ 
enness and prostitution of a greater or less 
degree, these women are sentenced to mingle 
together for a period of months or years. 

Many are first offenders, guilty only of 
minor evil, sentenced mayhaps by some 
county judge at the requeit of an anxious 
father who desires the reformation of his 
erring child. Many others, alas, are hard¬ 
ened criminals who have lived a life of the 
vilest sin that womanhood can compass. 

Numbers of the inmates are young girls 
yet in their early teens, others are elderly 
women who have spent all their lives in and 
out of prison. 

What good influences oan the earnest- 
hearted staff exert that will not be more than 
counteracted by the evil resulting from in¬ 
discriminate association ? 

In looking ver the latest annual report of 
the Mercer Reformatory for a record of the 
number of re commitments—a record which 
I did not find—a few particulars attracted 
tny attention which may be—which certain¬ 
ly ought to be—of interest to the general 
public. 

The total expenditure for the year ending 
in September, 1887, was $29,783.40, or close 
upon $30,000. The net revenue $3,595.93. 
Therefore, the institution costs over $26,000 
yearly, the average daily cost per inmate be
